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sion on Highway Beautification to (1) study existing
statutes and regulations governing control of outdoor
advertising and junkyards in areas adjacent to Federal-
aid highway system, (2) review policies and practices of
Federal and State agencies charged with administra-
tive jurisdiction over such highways insofar as such
policies and practices relate to governing control of
outdoor advertising and junkyards, (3) compile data
necessary to understand and determine the require-
ments for such control which may now exist or are
likely to exist within foreseeable future, (4) study prob-
lems relating to control of on-premise outdoor adver-
tising signs, promotional signs, directional signs, and
signs providing information that is essential to motor-
ing public, (5) study methods of financing and possible
sources of Federal funds, including use of the Highway
Trust Fund, to carry out highway beautification pro-
gram, and (6) recommend such modifications or addi-
tions to existing laws, regulations, policies, practices,
and demonstration programs as will, in judgment of the
Commission, achieve a workable and effective highway
beautification program and best serve the public inter-
est and to submit, not later than Dec. 31, 1973, its final
report. The Commission terminated six months after
submission of said report.

COMPREHENSIVE STUDY ON HIGHWAY BEAUTIFICATION
PROGRAMS

Section 302 of Pub. L. 89-285 provided that in order to
provide the basis for evaluating the continuing pro-
grams authorized by Pub. L. 89-285, and to furnish the
Congress with the information necessary for authoriza-
tion of appropriations for fiscal years beginning after
June 30, 1967, the Secretary, in cooperation with the
State highway departments, shall make a detailed esti-
mate of the cost of carrying out the provisions of Pub.
L. 89-285, and a comprehensive study of the economic
impact of such programs on affected individuals and
commercial and industrial enterprises, the effective-
ness of such programs and the public and private bene-
fits realized thereby, and alternate or improved meth-
ods of accomplishing the objectives of Pub. L. 89-285.
The Secretary was required to submit such detailed es-
timate and a report concerning such comprehensive
study to the Congress not later than Jan. 10, 1967.

STANDARDS, CRITERIA, RULES AND REGULATIONS

Section 303 of Pub. L. 89-285 mandated the holding of
public hearings by the Secretary of Commerce prior to
the promulgation of standards, criteria and rules and
regulations necessary to carry out this section and sec-
tion 136 of this title, such standards, criteria, etc., to be
reported to Congress not later than Jan. 10, 1967.

ACQUISITION OF DWELLINGS

Section 305 of Pub. L. 89-285 provided that: ‘‘Nothing
in this Act or the amendments made by this Act
[amending this section and section 319 of this title and
enacting section 136 of this title and provisions set out
as notes under this section and sections 135 and 136 of
this title] shall be construed to authorize the use of
eminent domain to acquire any dwelling (including re-
lated buildings).”’

TAKING OF PRIVATE PROPERTY WITHOUT JUST
COMPENSATION

Section 401 of Pub. L. 89-285 provided that: ‘‘Nothing
in this Act or the amendments made by this Act
[amending this section and section 319 of this title and
enacting section 136 of this title and provisions set out
as notes under sections 131, 135, and 136 of this title]
shall be construed to authorize private property to be
taken or the reasonable and existing use restricted by
such taking without just compensation as provided in
this Act.”

AUTHORIZATION OF ADDITIONAL APPROPRIATIONS FOR
ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES

Section 402 of Pub. L. 89-285, as amended by Pub. L.
97-449, §2(a), Jan. 12, 1983, 96 Stat. 2439, provided that:
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“In addition to any other amounts authorized by this
Act and the amendments made by this Act [amending
this section and section 319 of this title and enacting
section 136 of this title and provisions set out as notes
under this section and sections 135 and 136 of this title],
there is authorized to be appropriated, out of any
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to
the Secretary not to exceed $5,000,000 for administra-
tive expenses in carrying out this Act (including
amendments made by this Act).”

§132. Payments on Federal-aid projects under-
taken by a Federal agency

(a) IN GENERAL.—In a case in which a proposed
Federal-aid project is to be undertaken by a
Federal agency in accordance with an agree-
ment between a State and the Federal agency,
the State may—

(1) direct the Secretary to transfer the funds
for the Federal share of the project directly to
the Federal agency; or

(2) make such deposit with, or payment to,
the Federal agency as is required to meet the
obligation of the State under the agreement
for the work undertaken or to be undertaken
by the Federal agency.

(b) REIMBURSEMENT.—On execution with a
State of a project agreement described in sub-
section (a), the Secretary may reimburse the
State, using any available funds, for the esti-
mated Federal share under this title of the obli-
gation of the State deposited or paid under sub-
section (a)(2).

(c) RECOVERY AND CREDITING OF FUNDS.—ANy
sums reimbursed to the State under this section
which may be in excess of the Federal pro rata
share under the provisions of this title of the
State’s share of the cost as set forth in the ap-
proved final voucher submitted by the State
shall be recovered and credited to the same class
of funds from which the Federal payment under
this section was made.

§ 133. Surface transportation program

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary shall es-
tablish a surface transportation program in ac-
cordance with this section.

(b) ELIGIBLE PROJECTS.—A State may obligate
funds apportioned to it under section 104(b)(3)
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for the surface transportation program only for portation planning processes. With respect to
the following: participation in a natural habitat or wetland

(1) Construction, reconstruction, rehabilita-
tion, resurfacing, restoration, and operational
improvements for highways (including Inter-
state highways) and bridges (including bridges
on public roads of all functional classifica-
tions), including any such construction or re-
construction necessary to accommodate other
transportation modes, and including the seis-
mic retrofit and painting of and application of
calcium magnesium acetate, sodium acetate/
formate, or other environmentally acceptable,
minimally corrosive anti-icing and de-icing
compositions on bridges and approaches there-
to and other elevated structures, mitigation of
damage to wildlife, habitat, and ecosystems
caused by a transportation project funded
under this title.

(2) Capital costs for transit projects eligible
for assistance under chapter 53 of title 49, in-
cluding vehicles and facilities, whether pub-
licly or privately owned, that are used to pro-
vide intercity passenger service by bus.

(3) Carpool projects, fringe and corridor
parking facilities and programs, bicycle trans-
portation and pedestrian walkways in accord-
ance with section 217, and the modification of
public sidewalks to comply with the Ameri-
cans with Disabilities Act of 1990 (42 U.S.C.
12101 et seq.).

(4) Highway and transit safety infrastruc-
ture improvements and programs, hazard
eliminations, projects to mitigate hazards
caused by wildlife, and railway-highway grade
crossings.

(5) Highway and transit research and devel-
opment and technology transfer programs.

(6) Capital and operating costs for traffic
monitoring, management, and control facili-
ties and programs, including advanced truck
stop electrification systems.

(7) Surface transportation planning pro-
grams.

(8) Transportation enhancement activities.

(9) Transportation control measures listed in
section 108(f)(1)(A) (other than clause (xvi)) of
the Clean Air Act (42 U.S.C. 7408(f)(1)(A)).

(10) Development and establishment of man-
agement systems under section 303.

(11) In accordance with all applicable Fed-
eral law and regulations, participation in nat-
ural habitat and wetlands mitigation efforts
related to projects funded under this title,
which may include participation in natural
habitat and wetlands mitigation banks; con-
tributions to statewide and regional efforts to
conserve, restore, enhance, and create natural
habitats and wetlands; and development of
statewide and regional natural habitat and
wetlands conservation and mitigation plans,
including any such banks, efforts, and plans
authorized pursuant to the Water Resources
Development Act of 1990 (including crediting
provisions). Contributions to such mitigation
efforts may take place concurrent with or in
advance of project construction. Contributions
toward these efforts may occur in advance of
project construction only if such efforts are
consistent with all applicable requirements of
Federal law and regulations and State trans-

mitigation effort related to a project funded
under this title that has an impact that occurs
within the service area of a mitigation bank,
preference shall be given, to the maximum ex-
tent practicable, to the use of the mitigation
bank if the bank contains sufficient available
credits to offset the impact and the bank is
approved in accordance with the Federal Guid-
ance for the Establishment, Use and Operation
of Mitigation Banks (60 Fed. Reg. 58605 (No-
vember 28, 1995)) or other applicable Federal
law (including regulations).
(12) Projects relating to intersections that—
(A) have disproportionately high accident
rates;
(B) have high levels of congestion, as evi-
denced by—
(i) interrupted traffic flow at the inter-
section; and
(ii) a level of service rating that is not
better than “F” during peak travel hours,
calculated in accordance with the Highway
Capacity Manual issued by the Transpor-
tation Research Board; and

(C) are located on a Federal-aid highway.

(13) Infrastructure-based intelligent trans-
portation systems capital improvements.

(14) Environmental restoration and pollution
abatement in accordance with section 328.

(15) Control of noxious weeds and aquatic
noxious weeds and establishment of native
species in accordance with section 329.

(c) LOCATION OF PROJECTS.—Except as provided
in subsection (b)(1), surface transportation pro-
gram projects (other than those described in
subsections (b)(3) and (4)) may not be under-
taken on roads functionally classified as local or
rural minor collectors, unless such roads are on
a Federal-aid highway system on January 1,
1991, and except as approved by the Secretary.

(d) ALLOCATIONS OF APPORTIONED FUNDS.—

[(1) Repealed. Pub. L. 109-59, title I,
§1113(b)(1), Aug. 10, 2005, 119 Stat. 1172.]

(2) FOR TRANSPORTATION ENHANCEMENT AC-
TIVITIES.—In a fiscal year, the greater of 10
percent of the funds apportioned to a State
under section 104(b)(3) for such fiscal year, or
the amount set aside under this paragraph
with respect to the State for fiscal year 2005,
shall only be available for transportation en-
hancement activities.

(3) DIVISION BETWEEN URBANIZED AREAS OF
OVER 200,000 POPULATION AND OTHER AREAS.—

(A) GENERAL RULE.—Except as provided in
subparagraph (C), 62.5 percent of the remain-
ing 90 percent of the funds apportioned to a
State under section 104(b)(3) for a fiscal year
shall be obligated under this section—

(i) in urbanized areas of the State with
an urbanized area population of over
200,000, and

(ii) in other areas of the State,

in proportion to their relative share of the
State’s population. The remaining 37.5 per-
cent may be obligated in any area of the
State. Funds attributed to an urbanized area
under clause (i) may be obligated in the met-
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ropolitan area established under section 134
which encompasses the urbanized area.

(B) SPECIAL RULE FOR AREAS OF LESS THAN
5,000 POPULATION.—Of the amounts required
to be obligated under subparagraph (A)(ii),
the State shall obligate in areas of the State
(other than urban areas with a population
greater than 5,000) an amount which is not
less than 110 percent of the amount of funds
apportioned to the State for the Federal-aid
secondary system for fiscal year 1991.

(C) NONCONTIGUOUS STATES EXEMPTION.—
Subparagraph (A) shall not apply to Hawaii
and Alaska.

(D) DISTRIBUTION BETWEEN URBANIZED
AREAS OF OVER 200,000 POPULATION.—The
amount of funds which a State is required to
obligate under subparagraph (A)(i) shall be
obligated in urbanized areas described in
subparagraph (A)(i) based on the relative
population of such areas; except that the
State may obligate such funds based on
other factors if the State and the relevant
metropolitan planning organizations jointly
apply to the Secretary for the permission to
do so and the Secretary grants the request.

(4) APPLICABILITY OF PLANNING REQUIRE-
MENTS.—Programming and expenditure of
funds for projects under this section shall be
consistent with the requirements of sections
134 and 135 of this title.

(5) APPLICABILITY OF CERTAIN REQUIREMENTS
TO THIRD PARTY SELLERS.—

(A) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided in
subparagraphs (B) and (C), in the case of a
transportation enhancement activity funded
from the allocation required under para-
graph (2), if real property or an interest in
real property is to be acquired from a quali-
fied organization exclusively for conserva-
tion purposes (as determined under section
170(h) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986),
the organization shall be considered to be
the owner of the property for the purpose of
the Uniform Relocation Assistance and Real
Property Acquisition Policies Act of 1970 (42
U.S.C. 4601 et seq.).

(B) FEDERAL APPROVAL PRIOR TO INVOLVE-
MENT OF QUALIFIED ORGANIZATION.—If Fed-
eral approval of the acquisition of the real
property or interest predates the involve-
ment of a qualified organization described in
subparagraph (A) in the acquisition of the
property, the organization shall be consid-
ered to be an acquiring agency or person as
described in section 24.101(a)(2) of title 49,
Code of Federal Regulations, for the purpose
of the Uniform Relocation Assistance and
Real Property Acquisition Policies Act of
1970.

(C) ACQUISITIONS ON BEHALF OF RECIPIENTS
OF FEDERAL FUNDS.—If a qualified organiza-
tion described in subparagraph (A) has con-
tracted with a State transportation depart-
ment or other recipient of Federal funds to
acquire the real property or interest on be-
half of the recipient, the organization shall
be considered to be an agent of the recipient
for the purpose of the Uniform Relocation
Assistance and Real Property Acquisition
Policies Act of 1970.
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(e) ADMINISTRATION.—

(1) NONCOMPLIANCE.—If the Secretary deter-
mines that a State or local government has
failed to comply substantially with any provi-
sion of this section, the Secretary shall notify
the State that, if the State fails to take cor-
rective action within 60 days from the date of
receipt of the notification, the Secretary will
withhold future apportionments under section
104(b)(3) until the Secretary is satisfied that
appropriate corrective action has been taken.

(2) PROGRAM APPROVAL.—

(A) SUBMISSION OF PROJECT AGREEMENT.—

For each fiscal year, each State shall submit

a project agreement that—

(i) certifies that the State will meet all
the requirements of this section; and

(ii) notifies the Secretary of the amount
of obligations needed to carry out the pro-
gram under this section.

(B) REQUEST FOR ADJUSTMENTS OF
AMOUNTS.—Each State shall request from
the Secretary such adjustments to the
amount of obligations referred to in sub-
paragraph (A)(ii) as the State determines to
be necessary.

(C) EFFECT OF APPROVAL BY THE SEC-
RETARY.—Approval by the Secretary of a
project agreement under subparagraph (A)
shall be deemed a contractual obligation of
the United States to pay surface transpor-
tation program funds made available under
this title.

(3) PAYMENTS.—

(A) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided in
subparagraph (B), the Secretary shall make
payments to a State of costs incurred by the
State for the surface transportation program
in accordance with procedures to be estab-
lished by the Secretary.

(B) ADVANCE PAYMENT OPTION FOR TRANS-
PORTATION ENHANCEMENT ACTIVITIES.—

(i) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary may ad-
vance funds to the State for transpor-
tation enhancement activities funded from
the allocation required by subsection (d)(2)
for a fiscal year.

(ii) LIMITATION ON AMOUNTS.—Amounts
advanced under this subparagraph shall be
limited to such amounts as are necessary
to make prompt payments for project
costs.

(iii) EFFECT ON OTHER REQUIREMENTS.—
This subparagraph shall not exempt a
State from other requirements of this title
relating to the surface transportation pro-
gram.

(4) POPULATION DETERMINATIONS.—The Sec-
retary shall use estimates prepared by the
Secretary of Commerce when determining pop-
ulation figures for purposes of this section.

(6) TRANSPORTATION ENHANCEMENT ACTIVI-
TIES.—

(A) CATEGORICAL EXCLUSIONS.—To the ex-
tent appropriate, the Secretary shall develop
categorical exclusions from the requirement
that an environmental assessment or an en-
vironmental impact statement under section
102 of the National Environmental Policy
Act of 1969 (42 U.S.C. 4332) be prepared for
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transportation enhancement activities fund-
ed from the allocation required by sub-
section (d)(2).

(B) NATIONWIDE PROGRAMMATIC AGREE-
MENT.—The Secretary, in consultation with
the National Conference of State Historic
Preservation Officers and the Advisory
Council on Historic Preservation established
under title II of the National Historic Pres-
ervation Act (16 U.S.C. 470i et seq.), shall de-
velop a nationwide programmatic agreement
governing the review of transportation en-
hancement activities funded from the alloca-
tion required by subsection (d)(2), in accord-
ance with—

(i) section 106 of such Act (16 U.S.C. 470f);
and

(ii) the regulations of the Advisory
Council on Historic Preservation.

(C) COST SHARING.—

(i) REQUIRED AGGREGATE NON-FEDERAL
SHARE.—The average annual non-Federal
share of the total cost of all projects to
carry out transportation enhancement ac-
tivities in a State for a fiscal year shall be
not less than the non-Federal share au-
thorized for the State under section 120(b).

(ii) INNOVATIVE FINANCING.—Subject to
clause (i), notwithstanding section 120—

(I) funds from other Federal agencies
and the value of other contributions (as
determined by the Secretary) may be
credited toward the non-Federal share of
the costs of a project to carry out a
transportation enhancement activity;

(IT) the non-Federal share for such a
project may be calculated on a project,
multiple-project, or program basis; and

(ITI) the Federal share of the cost of an
individual project to which subclause (1)
or (II) applies may be up to 100 percent.

(f) OBLIGATION AUTHORITY.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—A State that is required to
obligate in an urbanized area with an urban-
ized area population of over 200,000 individuals
under subsection (d) funds apportioned to the
State under section 104(b)(3) shall make avail-
able during the period of fiscal years 2004
through 2006 and the period of fiscal years 2007
through 2009 an amount of obligation author-
ity distributed to the State for Federal-aid
highways and highway safety construction
programs for use in the area that is equal to
the amount obtained by multiplying—

(A) the aggregate amount of funds that the
State is required to obligate in the area
under subsection (d) during the period; and

(B) the ratio that—

(i) the aggregate amount of obligation
authority distributed to the State for Fed-
eral-aid highways and highway safety con-
struction programs during the period;
bears to

(ii) the total of the sums apportioned to
the State for Federal-aid highways and
highway safety construction programs (ex-
cluding sums not subject to an obligation
limitation) during the period.

(2) JOINT RESPONSIBILITY.—Each State, each
affected metropolitan planning organization,
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and the Secretary shall jointly ensure compli-
ance with paragraph (1).

§134. Metropolitan transportation planning

(a) PoLicYy.—It is in the national interest to—

(1) encourage and promote the safe and effi-
cient management, operation, and develop-
ment of surface transportation systems that
will serve the mobility needs of people and
freight and foster economic growth and devel-
opment within and between States and urban-
ized areas, while minimizing transportation-
related fuel consumption and air pollution
through metropolitan and statewide transpor-
tation planning processes identified in this
chapter; and

(2) encourage the continued improvement
and evolution of the metropolitan and state-
wide transportation planning processes by
metropolitan planning organizations, State
departments of transportation, and public
transit operators as guided by the planning
factors identified in subsection (h) and section
135(d).

(b) DEFINITIONS.—In this section and section
135, the following definitions apply:

(1) METROPOLITAN PLANNING AREA.—The term
“metropolitan planning area’ means the geo-
graphic area determined by agreement be-
tween the metropolitan planning organization
for the area and the Governor under sub-
section (e).

(2) METROPOLITAN PLANNING ORGANIZATION.—
The term ‘‘metropolitan planning organiza-
tion”” means the policy board of an organiza-
tion created as a result of the designation
process in subsection (d).

(3) NONMETROPOLITAN AREA.—The term ‘‘non-
metropolitan area’” means a geographic area
outside designated metropolitan planning
areas.
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(4) NONMETROPOLITAN LOCAL OFFICIAL.—The
term ‘‘nonmetropolitan local official’’ means
elected and appointed officials of general pur-
pose local government in a nonmetropolitan
area with responsibility for transportation.

(5) TIP.—The term “TIP” means a transpor-
tation improvement program developed by a
metropolitan planning organization under sub-
section (j).

(6) URBANIZED AREA.—The term ‘‘urbanized
area’’ means a geographic area with a popu-
lation of 50,000 or more, as designated by the
Bureau of the Census.

(c) GENERAL REQUIREMENTS.—

(1) DEVELOPMENT OF LONG-RANGE PLANS AND
TIPS.—To accomplish the objectives in sub-
section (a), metropolitan planning organiza-
tions designated under subsection (d), in co-
operation with the State and public transpor-
tation operators, shall develop long-range
transportation plans and transportation im-
provement programs for metropolitan plan-
ning areas of the State.

(2) CONTENTS.—The plans and TIPs for each
metropolitan area shall provide for the devel-
opment and integrated management and oper-
ation of transportation systems and facilities
(including accessible pedestrian walkways and
bicycle transportation facilities) that will
function as an intermodal transportation sys-
tem for the metropolitan planning area and as
an integral part of an intermodal transpor-
tation system for the State and the United
States.

(3) PROCESS OF DEVELOPMENT.—The process
for developing the plans and TIPs shall pro-
vide for consideration of all modes of transpor-
tation and shall be continuing, cooperative,
and comprehensive to the degree appropriate,
based on the complexity of the transportation
problems to be addressed.

(d) DESIGNATION OF METROPOLITAN PLANNING
ORGANIZATIONS.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—To carry out the transpor-
tation planning process required by this sec-
tion, a metropolitan planning organization
shall be designated for each urbanized area
with a population of more than 50,000 individ-
uals—

(A) by agreement between the Governor
and units of general purpose local govern-
ment that together represent at least 75 per-
cent of the affected population (including
the largest incorporated city (based on popu-
lation) as named by the Bureau of the Cen-
sus); or

(B) in accordance with procedures estab-
lished by applicable State or local law.

(2) STRUCTURE.—Each metropolitan planning
organization that serves an area designated as
a transportation management area, when des-
ignated or redesignated under this subsection,
shall consist of—

(A) local elected officials;

(B) officials of public agencies that admin-
ister or operate major modes of transpor-
tation in the metropolitan area; and

(C) appropriate State officials.

(3) LIMITATION ON STATUTORY CONSTRUC-
TION.—Nothing in this subsection shall be con-
